Canadian Farmers Cannot Be 
Unconcerned Spectators of 
British and European 
Situation

OTTAWA, Feb. 13th.—The great- 
est interest centres in what Agricul- 
tural Minister J. G. Gardiner will be 
able to announce in connection with 
his negotiations on food contracts in 
Britain. After approximately six weeks 
in Britain he is atk home, and has 
been discussing the results of his visit 
with eolleagues of the Cabinet. 

Contracts and Credits 

Word will -be issued simultaneously 
in Britain and Canada, and this will 
come shortly, it is believed, probably 
immediately after the present loan 
negotiations are completed. Con- 
tracts and the credits to be advanced 
to Britain are naturally tied up. 
The British delegation now in Ottawa 
conferring with Canadian Cabinet 
Ministers is headed by Sir Wilfred 
Eadie of the British Treasury and 
Deputy Governor C. F. Cobbold 
of the Bank of England. 

It is futile at this time to suggest 


what the loan will amount to. It will &@ 


certainly be a substantial sum and 
very naturally the provision attached 
to it, aside from questions of time of 
repayment and interest rates, will be 
that most, at least, of the loan will be 
spent in Canada for the purchase of 

Janadian products. There is no reason 
for believing that the negotiations 
will take any length of time. Simply 
from the utilitarian point of view it is 
admittedly of the greatest value to 
Canada to help Britain make substan- 
tial purchases on a long term scale in 
this country. 

It has:been the custom to argue 
about whether or not we can buy 
enough in this country from Britain 
to offset to a large degree British 

urchases from us. The difference 
Ecean our imports and exports used 
to be offset by interest on British 
investment in this country, by insur- 
ance and carrying trade. These sources 
of revenue are not flowin very heavily 
in postwar days, and British manu- 
facturers for the exper’ trade are 
suffering from lack of raw materials 
and also from higher range of prices. 
There are difficulties in the way of a 
speedy expansion of imports from 

ritain, and it is admittedly up to the 
British manufacturer to supply our 
markets satisfactorily with the goods 
we can buy from him.

amounts. The factory value of dairy products in Alberta exceeded 
this figure during 1945 and amounted to $34,054,047. 

It should be kept in mind that this figure does not include a 
subsidy of $3,695,000 paid to dairy producers, nor does it include 
a considerable sum received by dairy producers resulting from the 
sale of-dairy cattle and veal calves for export or to packing ‘plants. 


Over $400 Per Family 

The value of milk and cream, to- 
= with a very small quantity of 
airy butter sold off Alberta farms 
during 1945, amounted -to 21-1/4 
million dollars. This represents. a 
farm income of over $400 on the 
average, for the 50,000 Alberta farmers 
selling this type of farm product. Ip 
addition, these farmers used a con- 
siderable quantity of milk, cream and 
butter either for their families or as a 
feed for live stock, that would have 
cost in the neighborhood of 10 million 
dollars if they had to purchase it. 

While milk production during 1945 
was down 4.4 per cent from the record

a pre-war year. This drop in milk 
production was due largely to unfav- 
orable weather conditions. The north- 
ern section experienced a very cold 
dry spring which greatly retarded 
production during the early part of 
the pasture season. Snow and cold 
weather during October, particularly 
in the southern section, had a very 
detrimental effect on fall and winter 
production. Another reason for the 
decrease is that many farmers who had 
increased their milk production, during

In reviewing the past year’s 
operations it is gratifying to note 
that members received higher ad- 
vance prices for their poultry at the 
time of delivery than they did in 
1944 and with this substantial 
final payment the net results are 
much better although ceiling prices 
remained at the same level. This 
was due to the increased demand 
for poultry meats as a result of the 
return to meat rationing through- 
out Canada and to the decrease in 
poultry production. 


Alberta’s 1945 turkey crop was 
32 per cent below that of 1944; 
consequently prices to producers 
were forced closer to ceiling prices 
as dealers endeavored to meet their 


proximately 4,000,000 lbs. of poul- 
try for its members during 1945. 
This large volume naturally re- 
duced overhead costs and lowered 
handling expenses generally, re- 
sulting in higher net returns to 
members.

To alleviate famine conditions in Europe as far 
as it may be in the power of the peoples of North 
America to do so, urgent appeals are being made 
especially to the farmers, who are requested to do 
all they can to deliver all excess supplies of grain. 

“The needs for grain for bread are the most critical 
requirements of the countries being assisted’’, states 
Herbert H. Lehman, Director Gencral of the United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Administration. 

“It is apparent,’ Mr. Lehman declares, “that the 
needs of the countries being assisted by UNKRA, 
together with the needs of other deficit areas, 
require the largest overseas movement of bread 
cereals in the world’s history. ... A very large 
movement of grains for bread absolutely must be 
continued without any breakdown whatever until 
the next harvests come in.” 

Alberta farmers can play their part in a great 
humanitarian effort, by responding generously to

“ON SOUND FOOTING” 

“Tf the farmer is going to continue subsidizing 
the Canadian consumer of bread to the tune of thirty 
cents a bushel’’ (since all wheat used for domestic 
consumption is purchased at a price thirty cents 
below export prices) ‘‘surely the oil industry can 
maintain their present prices for gasoline,’ pro- 
tested President George E. Church of the U.F.A. 
in a recent press interview. 

Mr. Church pointed out that when the farmers of 


‘ Western Canada agreed to accept an initial price 


of $1.25 per bushel for the 1945-46 crop, they did 
so with the proviso that “the commodities needed 
by the farmer were kept in line.” The raising of the 
price of gasoline will mark a serious depurture from 
the policy of keeping the prices of such commodities 
in line. It will materially increase the cost of farm 
operations. 

In view of these facts, the farmers, as Mr. Church 
has stated, are ‘fon a sound footing” in protesting. 


‘PROGRAMME FOR AGRICULTURE” 
Elsewhere in this issue is published the “Pro- 
gramme for Agriculture” which was unanimously 
adopted by the Annual Convention of the United 


Farmers of Alberta after hours of thoughtful and. 


thorough discussion. We suggest that this document 
is worthy of close study in every farm home in the 
Province, and in local meetings of farm men and 
women and farm young people. : 

Many times in recent years requests have been 
made for some brief yet adequate statement of the 
objectives of the movement to be prepared and 
published. We believe that farm people everywhere 
in the Province will agree that the statement which 
has now been issued does in an admirable way 
answer those requests. 

Policies set forth in resolutions adopted by farm- 
ers’ conventions in successive years are here co- 
ordinated. Not only the economic objectives of the 
movement, but also the social and cultural are set 
forth. This is a program worth working for. After 
all, the aim of the activities of the farm organizations 
is the attainment by the people on the land of the 
Good Life in the widest sense of the term. 

We suggest that this ‘Programme for Agriculture” 
might well be given consideration by the various 
branches of the farm movement, in Alberta and 


elsewhere. It was drawn up, of course, with. this

CATCHING UP 

Whether we think, as many Canadian newspapers 
would have us think, that the British Labor Gov- 
ernment is moving too fast, or whether we join with 
more impatient people in considering it too slow, 
it must be agreed that there is one respect in which 
Britain has lagged behind this Dominion and in 
which it has just caught up with us. 

In nationalizing the Bank of England, the ad- 
vanced Government now in control of British 
affairs has followed our example. Canada has had 
a Government owned Central Bank for a number 
of years. The British bank became publicly owned 


last week. 


Incidentally, it is of interest to recall to memory 
the fact that Alberta took the lead iff advocating 
the setting up of a publicly-owned Central Bank in 
the Dominion. The group of United Farmer mem- 
bers who were first sent to the House of Commons 
at Ottawa in 1921 from this Province were pioneers 
in this as in many other fields. 

In 1933 the then Premier of Alberta, Hon. J. E. 
Brownlee, served as a member of the Royal Com- 
mission on Banking appointed by the Dominion 
Government. Two of the members of this Com- 
mission of five recommended the setting up of a 
Central Bank privately owned and _ controlled. 
Two others opposed the creation of any Central 
Bank. One Commissioner, Mr. Brownlee, in a 
minority report, advised. the establishment of a 
Central Bank owned and controlled by the Govern- 
ment in behalf of the people of Canada. 

In 1934, the Government and Parliament, In 
creating the Bank of Canada, decided for private 
ownership. 

Within a few years, however, Mr. Brownlee’s 
recommendation was adopted. New legislation was 
passed directing the Government to buy out the 
private stockholders. 

- Thus in an important field of public policy, 
Alberta gave the lead to Canada, and the Dominion 


in turn set an example which has now been followed 


by the radical-Government of Great Britain.

published below in full as finally adopted in order that farm people in 
all parts of the Province may have the opportunity to study and discuss 
at in their homes and in local meetings. 


PREAMBLE 


The United Farmers of Alberta in the following programme, set 
before ourselves and our fellow farmers as an objective the attainment 
of a rural economy and social environment worthy of the great peoples 
which comprise our citizenship and of this great province of the Do- 


minion of Canada. 


We are conscious that Agriculture in the Province is far from having 


realized this objective. 


We also recognize that few of the items of this pro- 


gramme can be fully attained in the near future; but we are determined that 
no year shall pass without our having brought all of them appreciably nearer.

DAIRY FARMERS’ DECISIONS 


The annual meeting of the Dairy 
Farmers of Canada was held in 
Niagara Falls recently and out of the 
discussions and addresses there seemed 
to be almost one hundred percent 
unanimity on three things. 

First: The Dairy Farmers in gen- 
eral are in favor of seeing subsidies 
eliminated at an early date, provided 
they can be assured at least a reason- 
able cost of production which will give 
them a return which is somewhat 


similar to what they are at present 
enjoying. These conclusions of course, 
are based on present costs of produc- 
tion. 

Second: They realize the prime 
importance of every producer getting 
on toa program of breeding and feeding 
and handling which would produce 
milk for any purpose at the lowest 
possible practical cost. 

Third: There was a general expres- 
sion of opinion, that in relation to 
butter-fat for other uses, butterfat

NATIONAL DAIRY COUNCIL 


Following the annual meeting of the 
Dairy Farmers of Canada, the annual 
meeting of the National Dairy Council 
of Canada was held in the same city. 
There were many outstanding ad- 
dresses given and much informative 
discussion for those present took place. 

In our opinion, out of this meeting, 
there were developed a few items which 
are of prime interest and on which 
there was unanimity of opinion. 

First, that butterfat for churning 
purposes was not in proper relation- 
ship with butterfat for other uses; 
and the Council decided to support 
the Dairy Farmers in their recommen- 
dation to the Government for an 
increase. 

Second, on subsidies, the Council 
decided to make. no further recommen- 
dations to the Government in respect 
to them. They, like the Dairy Farm- 
ers, felt that when practical, such 
subsidies should be replaced by some 
other form of return. ; 

Third, the value of milk as a good 
food was very forcibly illustrated in a 
talk given by Dr. Tisdall, Chairman 
of the Committee on Nutrition of the 
Canadian Medical Association. The 
subject matter of this address, . to- 

ether with the information given 
y the slides shown, should be of real 

interest to every producer of dairy 

prodsats as well as everyone else in 
anada. 

There is real value to a modernized 
program for the increased consumption 
of dairy products. Mr. Harmon, of the 
National Dairy Council in Chicago 
gave us some figures which conclu- 
sively proved to all present that there 
is also great value ina properly con- 
ducted publicity program on milk as 
a most desirable food for everyone. 


Our Canadian Standard of 
Living Came Off Best in War 


Years-Britain Suffered Most | 


In 1944, the people of the United 
Kingdom bought 11 per cent less 
food than in 1938, the U.S. 8 per cent 
more, Canada 13 per cent more; the 
United Kingdom beugns 34 per cent 
less clothing, the U.S. 23 per cent 
more, Seneth 22 per cent more; the 
United Kingdom bought 82 per cent 
less household equipment, the U.S. 
23 per cent less, Canada 13 per cent 
less. These figures, prepared recently 
by an official joint committee, show 
that the United Kingdom euffered the 
greatest reduction in average livin 
standards, while Canada came _o 
war years. 


Not Quite Far Enough 

Since that time World War Two has 
ended, and our agricultural angers and 
program must of necessity be revised 
to meet post-war circumstances and 
conditions. Our Government has set 
& minimum price for wheat up to 1948. 
They have established the Agricul- 
tural Prices Support Act. In our 
opinion, this act dos not go quite far. 
enough, and for purposes of comparison 
we are going to give you below some 
of the main points from the British 
Government’s Long Term Agricultural 
Policy. We wish you to give careful 
study to the English program, as we 
believe it will stimulate thinking and 
possibly be of assistance to us in 
determining what our long term Agri- 
cultural Policy should be. 


British Long Term Policy 
The British Government propose 
to establish as an essential and perma- 
nent feature of their policy for Food 
and Agriculture, a system of assured 
markets and guaranteed prices for the 
principal agricultural products, namely 
milk, fat livestock, eggs, cereals, 
potatoes and sugar beet. 
The Government propose to insti- 
tute a new system of overlapping four- 
year periods with biennial reviews. 
For example, in February, 1946,

Worked Out for Each Commodity 


The actual method of affording to 
the farmer an assured market and a 
uaranteed price will be worked out 
or each commodity, with due regard 
to the system to be adopted by the 
Government for the procurement, 
distribution and sale of all those 
foods—home produced and imported— 
which play an important part in the 
nation’s diet. 

The Minister of Food has already 
announced that detailed plans will be 
worked out by the Government in 
consultation with the interests con- 
cerned, to give effect to this policy. 
Methods other than that of direct 
Government purchase (for example, 
the deficiency payment system of the 
Wheat Act) will not be excluded. 


On Permanent Basis 


Local bodies will be required to 
assist in the execution of this policy. 
The existing County War Agricultural 
Executive Committees will be con- 
stituted on a permanent basis. 

It is proposed that these Committees 
should continue to be appointed by 
the Minister, but that they should be 
reconstituted to consist “in part of 

ersons selected by the Minister from 
ists of names submitted by the differ- 
ent sections of the agricultural industry 
and in part of a smaller number of 
persons selected by the Minister from 
other sources.”

Milk Test Variations 


A Letter From Mr. Gaskell 


The following letter has been re- 
ceived from Mr. J. Gaskell, of Black- 
falds. It is referred to by “The Field- 
man’’ in this issue: 

The article, ““‘Why Do Our Milk 
Tests Vary’’, by The Fieldman, in the 
C.A. Section of The Western 
Farm Leader, may cover the subject 
in a very general way, but it certainly 
does not meet the situation as ex- 
perienced by the average milk shipper. 

It is not the gradual decline in test, 
which seems to be a natural occurrence 
during the lactation period, that is 
questioned, but the week by week 
variations, which as pointed out by 
“The Fieldman’, may be of very 
considerable degree. 

In fact, anything from 2 to 4 points. 
In my case during a four-week period 
last summer, while my cows were on 
good brome pasture, the test took a 
tumble from 4.4 to 3.4, climbing up 
again to 4.4 by September. 

There may be_ perfectly logical 
reasons for these differences. I have 
no reason for thinking otherwise; but 
to my point of view it seems it could 
somewhat nullify the value of cow- 
testing: as advocated in a previous 
issue.

Between Friends... 
By The FIELDMAN 


First of all I wish to say thank you 
for the letters which I have received. 
The majority of them were in connec- 
tion with the article on variation in 
tests and, in the words of the poet, 
“my head is bloody but unbowed”. 
I chose Mr. Gaskell’s letter (which 
appears elsewhere on this page) for 
publication because it represents the 
opinions of the majority of my cor- 
age 

eturning to the subject of test 
variation, especially when the _ tests 
vary from week to week. The factors 
which contribute to this seem to be: 


1. Pasture and feed. s 
2. Changes in climatic temperatures. 
3. Physical condition of the animal. 


One of our patrons who has a modern 
barn, complete with water before each 
cow, allowed me to look through his 
records a while ago and we talked 
about the causes of test variation. 
It was proved that if cows were kept 
in the barn with the temperature 
constant and the chill taken off the 
drinking water, with the milking done 
at exactly the same time, night and 
morning, the tests did not vary more 
than one to two-tenths and the amount 
of milk produced by each cow re- 
mained the same each day. On the 
other hand, when the cows were 
turned out for an hour or so on a 
sunny day~—-milk production fell sharp- 
lv, but the percent b.f. produced was 
higher. The conclusion is this, that 
weather conditions must be taken into 
account when looking for the cause of 
test variation, 

A careful examination of various 
patrons’ records has shown that under 
certain conditions the milk flow will 
be reduced but the test will be higher, 
and again, when the milk flow is 
increased the test will be lower. When 
cows, for instance, are turned into a 
new lush pasture, milk production will 
be greatly increased, but the percentage 
of butterfat content will invariably e 
lower. We hope these observations 
will help our friends to appreciate the 
causes of their test variations, and I 
would like to say that your letters 
on this subject have n much 
appreciated. i

Primary Producers’ Conference: 


Realizing the interdependence of the 
Agricultural Industry of all nations 
and the impossibility of maintaining 
for long the prosperity of agriculture 
within any one nation at the expense of 
the agriculture of ano ther, the National 


‘Farmers’ Unions of the United King- 


dom embarked on a tour of certain 
countries in November, 1944. 

This Delegation arrived in Canada 
last March. They, were entertained 
by the Provincial Units of the Cana- 
dian Federation of Agriculture as they 
toured Canada and met with the 
Directors of the Canadian Federation 
of Agriculture before returning to their 
home land. 

Names of ten delegates from Canada, 
in addition to President Hannam, were 
reported in the last issue of The West- 
ern Farm Leader. Six will be voting 
delegates. Ben S. Plumer will repre- 
sent the Alberta Federation of Agri- 
culture on the delegation and R. H.

J.A.B.—While not raising a question 
of law, your letter does ‘refer to a 
common problem where parents of 
advanced age wish to make arrange- 
ments with sons for the management 
of the farm. 

Your first problem, of course, is 
how many people the quarter section 
can properly support. There are two 
ways in which your problem might be 
worked out. First, by simply agreeing 
with one or both sons to make a 
Will leaving the farm to one or both 
of them jointly. A second plan would 
be to lease the farm to one or both 
on a crop share basis and agree to 
make a Will leaving the land to them. 

Another way would be to sell the 
land to them at a fair and reasonable

Dear Farm Women: 

Haven’t you frequently thought 
that we show ourselves very lacking 
in imagination? Of course there is 
with it, as with everything else, the 
possibility of -agh too much of a 
good thing—we do hear and see evi- 
dences of that at times. But in our 
ordinary life 1 think we frequently 
show too little. Very often if we had 
a little more it would make us more 
sympathetic in our judgments and 
more kindly in our behavior.

Also I think we consciously or un- 
consciously show the same lack of 
imagination regarding the surround- 
ings of each other.

I received something of a surprise 
when I was reading a copy of the 
brief forwarded to the Government of 
Alberta by the recent Educational 
Conference held in Edmonton (to 
which our U.F.W.A. sent delegates) 
to read the following: ‘‘In divisions 
north and west of Edmonton at least 
5000 children are today attending 
school in 250 log buildings which 
outrage all present ideas of decent 
living conditions, which are a menace 
to the health of the teachers and pupils 
and a disgrace to the Province of 
Alberta.” That gave me rather a jolt 
and I realized afresh the need of 
increased expenditure for education 
by this Province.

Chocolate Cake: Cream thoroughly 
1/2 cup shortening and 1/2 cup sugar; 
add 3 ounces chocolate, melted, 2/3 
up corn syrup, and ‘1 tsp. vanilla.

Barley Pudding: Wash 4 tbs. pearl 
barley, and soak incold water over- 
night. Drain, and cook with 2-1/2 
cups milk in double boiler until tender.

salt, 1/2 tsp. vanilla, and combine 
with hot mixture; cook another 15 
minutes.

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The Wheat Situation 


By LEONARD D. NESBITT,

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The shortage of food supplies, and 
particularly wheat, has become acute 
in Europe and Asia during recent 
weeks. he first intimation that the 
wheat shortage was really serious 
came in the form of an appeal from 
the British Minister of Food, Sir Ben 
Smith, to North America, asking that 
all the wheat that could be spared 
should be shipped as soon as possible. 

Last autumn such a serious short- 
age as now exists was not envisaged. 
It is difficult to say where the respon- 
sibility for the miscalculation lies. 
France certainly underestimated her 
import requirements, and the British 
have been doing their best to share 
their food with continental nations. 
It might also be possible that last 
autumn it was not contemplated that 
the Germans should be fed to any 
considerable extent. 


Ask Farmers to Deliver Surplus 

Nevertheless, there is a serious 
wheat shortage, and farmers in both 
Canada and the United States have 
been urged to deliver their surplus 
wheat to prevent famine conditions. 

So far this year wheat exports from 
these two North American nations 
have been substantial. During the 
first six months of the present crop 
year wheat exports from Canada and 
the United States were: 


CN 200 million bushels 
United States... -.175 million bushels 
fi | Rp nee 375 million bushels 


The Canadian situation is such that 
possibly 160 million bushels of wheat 
can be exported in the last six months 
of the crop year. This would leave the 
carryover on July 31, 1946, down to 
50 million bushels. The United States 
on its part could export 190 million 
bushels and sti!l have a carryover of 
200 million. If these calculations are 
carried out, total exports from the 
two countries mentioned will reach an 
excess of 700 million bushels, a truly 
substantial figure. 

Not Large Carryover 

A combined carryover of 250 million 
bushels would not be large for the two 
countries, particularly if the 1946 
crop ‘veil out to be a small one. 
No one can say right now what the 
Canadian crop will be. The United 
States winter wheat crop, covering a 
big acreage—52 million—came through 
the winter in good shape; but dust 
storms were reported during the first 
week of February over wide areas in 
Kansas, creating a fear of repetition 
of ‘dust bowl” conditions. 

There is very little surplus wheat in 
the southern hemisphere, and the most 
that Argentina and Australia can do 
to help Europe during 1946 will be 
between 75 million and 80 million 
bushels. Consequently, it would seem 
that wheat is going to be a scarce 
commodity for another year, and 
possibly two years.

Urges Maximum Acreage 


Be Seeded This Year 

WINNIPEG, Feb. 13th.—Urgin 
that Canadian farmers be requeste 
to seed the maximum possible wheat 
acreage this year, and that the Federal 
Government undertake to accept de- 
livery from farmers of all wheat grown, 
in order,to alleviate wide-spread famine 
conditions, a telegram has been for- 
warded to Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King by Cecil Lamont, president of the 
North-West Line Elevators Associa- 
tion. The figure set for wheat acreage 
this year, it is pointed out, is over 
five million acres less than the 1940 
acreage. The long range plans of the 
government, it was urged, should be 
set aside temporarily in face of the 
need for. the greatest possible pradie- 
tion of life sustaining food, which can 
be produced and de vered in quanti- 
ties most readily.

or less’ unconcerned spectators. In 
reality we are and must be very 
deeply concerned. The farmers of 
Canada must retain a very substantial 
share in the British market. They 
cannot afford to rely solely or in the 
main on the uncertain trade across 
the international boundary. Our agri- 
culture needs trade in all quarters, 
but it must retain a firm foothold on 
the main, long established highway to 
Britain. The farmer is therefore deeply 
interested in the negotiation of credits 
and also in the expansion of our im- 
ports from Britain. 


Agreements for Extended Period 

We know that Mr. Gardiner dis- 
cussed with Sir Ben Smith, Minister 
of Food, contracts on bacon, beef, 
eggs, cheese, etc. Contracts now in 
force run to the end of 1946, with the 
one for cheese running to March 31, 
1947: Without any definite confirma- 
tion as yet, it is accepted here as 
pretty well established that agree- 
ments have been made for the supply 
of Canadian farm products for an 
extended period, probably up to four 


or five years. 


With this probability before us, 
the oft repeated but extremely im- 
portant warning has gone out again, 
and that is that if we want to retain 
the British. market we must be 
careful of quality and continutly 
of supply. <A case in point is 
bacon, the quality of which was 
good during war years, but there is 
still possibility of tmprovement. 

Food Crisis Comes as Shock 
News of the urgency of the food 

situation in Britain has come as 
something of a shock. It was known 
that. the bacon ration had declined 
some time ago from 4 to 3 oz. a week. 
Cheese ration has also gone from 4 to 
3 oz. and fats will go down from & 
to 7 oz. Now the rationing of bread 
seems a possibility, and that news 
somehow seems to cut closer to the 
quick. 

Britain has of course acted partly 
as a funnel for the supply of food of 
various kinds to needy Europe. The 
situation, -thowever, emphasizes the 
importance of next season’s harvests. 
The winter wheat belt in the. U.S. 
has suffered from the weather, de- 
spatches have stated. The situation 
will be very confused and complicated 
if prices should soar in the United 
States. 

If farmers should, however, assume 
that wheat acreage here should be 
increased, it has to be borne in mind 
that the coarse grain supply situation 
is also tight, even tighter. In South 
Africa the corn harvest has suffered 
from drought and the drought in 
Australia is just one year back. The 
position in Canada is that every 
possible bushel of wheat and pound 
of meat and dairy products will be 
shipped abroad. 

Consumer Could Do Heart Searching 

This at the same time might well be 
an occasion for a little heart searching 
on the part of the consumer who has 
lived so well during the war both here 
and in the United States. : 

The scales of civilian sacrifice 
in North America “kick the beam” 
when compared with the sacrifice 
of our allies in the war. This is 
no’ time for complacency with s8o 
much of the world in dire need 
of the basic requirements of life. 
‘he largest of the year’s fur auction 

sales has recently concluded in Mon- 
treal, with a net take of over $3,000,000. 
Short hair furs of good quality reached 
the highest prices on record, beaver 
(10,000 pelts) being up 35 to 40 per 
cent, ermine (35,500 pelts) up 64 per 
cent, squirrels, mostly from Westerao 
Canada, up 65 per cent, otter up 60 
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Canada’s Duty 


There are millions of European people on the verge 


of starvation today. 


Leaders there are urging that 


food exporting nations should ship every surplus 
pound of food. Canada has a duty and a responsi- 


bility in this connection. 


The Canadian people should economize in food 
consumption and see that there is no wastage in 
order that surplus supplies will be available. for 


shipment. 


Farmers with surplus grain should arrange to 
deliver same as soon as possible. 


This is an eventful time in the history of the 
world and everyone should take a share in the re- 
sponsibility of saving millions from starvation.

workers on a co-operative basis 
(d) securing the advantages of mod- 

ern techniques in building 

(e) obtaining assistance from gov- 

ernments for communities organizing 

for co-operative building. 

10. Province-Wide Progress in So- 

cial, Cultural and Athletic Activity 

(a) building of good community 
halls adequate for public assembly in 
comfort, and fitted with facilities for 
social life and entertainment 

(b) establishing suitable athletic 
grounds in every local community 

(c) systematic and sustained effort 
on the part of every rural community 
tu: 

I. foster group athletics, e.g., ball 

teams and hockey, etc. 

II. encourage amateur dramatics, de- 
bating clubs, concerts, community 
bands and orchestras, adult study 
groups, etc. 

. establish a sense of unity by 
community councils cutting across 
the boundaries of race, nationality 
and creed. 

IV. dignify citizenship recognizing in 
a public way the coming to voting 
age of rural youth and the acquir- 
ing of citizens’ standing by natur- 
alized persons. 

(d) minimizing to the greatest extent 
possible any political, religious, racial, 
inguistic, or other differences among 
the people that interfere with the 
accomplishment of these objectives. 

11. A System of Credit Devised and 

Maintained with Especial Regard for 

the Needs of Agriculture 

(a) personal saving and participa- 
tion in credit unions 

(b) a national credit institution de- 
signed to meet the long term need for 
credit of farmers and livestock pro- 
ducers 

(c) a housing loan corporation for 
agriculture 

(d) a system of federal banks for 
co-operatives of the type founded by 


Franklin Roosevelt in U.S.A. in 1933. 


12. Taxation for National, Provin- 
cial and Municipal Purposes on a 
Basis Equitable to Agriculture and 
Adequate for its Requirements 

(a) a revision of the tax structure 
by agreement between Dominion and 
Provincial governments to avoid double 
taxation and overlapping with recog- 
nition that taxation should no longer 
be regarded merely as a means of 
financing government as such, sbouge 
that must necessarily continue to be 
one of its main purposes; but that it 
should also serve to distribute more 
equitably the national income; or more 
strictly speaking the aggregate wealth 
of the people of the nation. 

(b) recognition of the principle of 
taxation of personal income rather than 
taxation on production, improvements 
or business activity 

(c); progressive reduction of indirect 
taxation, e.g., sales taxes 

(d) distribution of taxes gathered 
by senior government authority so as 
tospermit of more local] participation 
in self government in municipal, edu- 
cational and other citizenship activity. 


CONCLUSION 


We are aware that the future needs 
of agriculture in Alberta are not cov- 
ered in all particulars by the foregoing 
programing but believe that these 
twelve points constitute a sufficient 
and worthy objective for which to 
strive that can be enlarged to include 
any other need or desirable end which 
may present itself. ; 

e are aware also that the attain- 
ment of these objectives implies a 
sound national economy with full em- 
ployment among both urban and rural 
classes; and calls for the development 
of world trade on a basis of equitable 
exchange. We nevertheless re-affirm 


our determination to pursue these ends. 


unremittingly and to use all the means 
at our disposal for that purpose.
